The Legislative and Law Enforcement 
Committee Reports to the Members 
of the Society 


he officers and board of directors 
Ts the Chicago Dental Society have 

been keenly aware and are cog- 
nizant of the illegal practice of dentistry, 
and of the illegal advertising of certain 
dental laboratories. 

There is now pending in the Superior 
Court of Cook County an injunction suit 
brought by the officers and directors of 
the Society, and all of the members of 
the Committee on Legislation and Law 
Enforcement in their official and also 
their individual capacities to stop direct 
dealing with the public. This also applies 
to illegal advertising in the classified tele- 
phone directory, and otherwise, to which 
suit thirty-six dental laboratories having 
display advertisements in the classified 
telephone directory (The Red Book) are 
now defendants. 

Under the Dental Practice Act, any 
resident citizen interested in the enforce- 
ment of the Act may join as a plaintiff 
in this suit. Hence, any member of the 
Society who wishes to become a party 
to the suit will be added as a party 
plaintiff upon receipt, by the secretary, 
of a written authorization signed per- 
sonally by the member concerned. Even 
without joining the suit, members of the 
Society may be very helpful in assisting 
the Society to get an injunction against 
the illegal practices of laboratories by 


furnishing the names of any witnesses 
who can testify to instances where the 
laboratories have dealt directly with the 
public. 

If any of, your patients can bring to 
your attention, or if you yourself can dis- 
cover facts indicating unlawful practices 
by any dental laboratory, it will be 
extremely helpful if you will send a writ- 
ten statement of such evidence to: The 
Chicago Dental Society, 30 North Michi- 
gan Ave., Chicago a, Ill. 

Attention: Committee on Legislation & 
Law Enforcement. 

Criminal prosecutions are handled by 
the State’s Attorney of Cook County and 
ordinarily originate from the Depart- 
ment of Registration and Education, 160 
North LaSalle Street, Chicago. Any per- 
son having evidence of a criminal viola- 
tion of the Illinois Dental Practice Act 
is at liberty to report violations to the 
Department. 

As you well appreciate, the problem 
of combating the unlawful practice of 
dentistry by certain laboratories is a 
serious one and can be accomplished 
only by complete cooperation of all mem- 
bers of the Dental Society. The officers 
and directors of the Society are just as 
interested in combating this practice as 
any one of the members, and they ac- 
cordingly solicit everyone’s cooperation.

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EDITORIAL

CONTROVERSY—PRIVILEGE, RESPONSIBILITY OR BOTH? 


Controversy is truly the leaven of democratic society. But, like some fer- 
mentation process, the end products may be a sour, spoiled mash or a sparkling 
beverage. The problem of fluoridation of communal water supply is a case in 
point. Up until a little over a year ago, the wisdom of adopting the program 
might have been controversial. But, as the evidence piled up in different areas 
and from different authoritative sources, its values and possibilities were con- 
firmed and recognized. We could understand the layman’s apprehension over 
fluoridation and we could tolerate the California controversy sparked by the 
Christian Scientists. . . . Such controversy is amenable to logic and facts. But 
when members of our profession attempt to cloud the issue with their fomenta- 
tions and fermentations, we are chagrined. And while we may be philosophically 
reconciled by observing that “none are so blind as those who will not see,” the 
question still remains, Why? 

Yes, why did Oral Hygiene, in the current issue, carry an article featured 
as the $100 prize winning article, entitled, “The Argument against Fluoridating 
City Water?” Had the author called it “An argument” or had he concluded 
with the words, “For so it seems to me,” we would have no argument with him. 
If he chooses to ignore facts and findings, that is his privilege. But when he 
presumes to speak with authority, yet without substantiating facts, when he 
speaks with rhetorical abandon, he is violating his obligation to his profession 
as well as his public. And what of the editorial committee that accepts such 
verbosity and elevates it as the feature award? Their courage in printing con- 
troversial opinion is commendable, but their judgment in accepting for publica- 
tion distorted facts is questionable. 

And, curiously enough, the current issue of Dental Survey presumes to raise 
the controversy concerning fluoridation in their editorial entitled, “Is there 
Need to ‘Watch our Step’ on Water Fluoridation?” Such caution two years ago 
might have been justified. However, had they read the A.D.A. publication 
issued in February, 1951 entitled, “Fluoridation in the Prevention of Dental 
Caries,” they would find their question entirely redundant. Survey’s editorial 
quotes such authorities as Kulstad, who is absolutely in favor of fluoridation, 
but the reader is led to believe otherwise. Why? 

Certainly, it couldn’t be that proprietary journals must congenitally differ 
with the A.D.A. policy. Or is it just coincidence? We do not believe that these 
editors are opposed to fluoridation. Why, then, do they lend themselves to 
disseminating misinformation? Scientific facts are hardly controversial, political 
or partisan. Freedom of expression is a cherished privilege, and whether it is 
abused from a soap box or a linotype, it is vicious. However, the spoken word 
may go unheard or unrecorded while the printed expression remains a perma- 
nent monument to our judgment or our momentary prejudices. And certainly 
the evil that they do live after them. R.R.

he various chairmen of the commit- 

tees that plan and produce the Mid- 
winter Meeting met with the officers of 
the Society on the thirtieth of October at 
the Society offices and went over the 
plans for the 1952 meeting. The main 
outlines of the meeting have been set up 
and complete for some time as the com- 
mittees started working on them early 
last spring, but there is still much to be 
done arranging all of the details that go 
to make up the smoothly operated per- 
formance for which Chicago is famous.

Other important features of the meet- 
ing—scientific exhibits, motion pictures, 
and health and educational exhibits— 
have all been handled in like manner. Just 
on paper this doesn’t sound too difficult 
but, in actuality, it demands a great deal 
of supervision and discussion and plain, 
hard work and our various committees 
have tried hard all year long to do every 
possible thing that will insure a fine 
meeting in February. 


COMMERCIAL EXHIBITS ON SUNDAY 


This is something brand new. It is, 
frankly, an experiment, entered into with 
the thought that if it works out well it 
will be retained and if it doesn’t it will 
be abandoned. Heretofore, the exhibits 
opened on Monday morning and ran 
through to noon on Thursday. The 
Thursday morning session did not prove 


to be very productive to our exhibitors 
as there were not enough dentists in the 
hotel by that stage of the meeting. How- 
ever, it was apparent that a large number 
of men come in on Sunday, register in 
the morning on Sunday and find them- 
selves with time on their hands on Sun- 
day afternoon. So, after discussion with 
many exhibitors and very careful consid- 
eration the exhibit hours were changed 
so that the exhibits will open at one 
o’clock on Sunday and run through to 
six p.m. on Wednesday and close. The 
closing hour will be six p.m. on Sunday, 
Monday and Tuesday, as well. What we 
are trying to do, in effect, is trade a poor 
Thursday morning for a good Sunday 
afternoon. 

But whether you come down on Sun- 
day afternoon or on Monday, Tuesday 
or Wednesday, there is one thing you 
can be assured of—the exhibit hall will 
be crowded to bursting with every kind 
of product that applies to ethical den- 
tistry, all of the tried and true, all of the 
new and different, the solid, standard 
equipment and the shiny, new gizmo, 
they will all be there for you to see and 
feel and try out. 


WATCH FOR DOOR STICKERS 


The General Chairman of the Mid- 
winter Meeting has worked out with the 
Publicity Committee a novel way of 
accenting the meeting and its dates to 
the dentists and to their patients as well. 
Each dentist will be furnished, about 
December first, two gummed labels. 
These labels will state the dates and 
place of the meeting and the smaller of 
the two is designed to go into the ap- 
pointments’ books so that no one can 
overlook the dates in planning his ap- 
pointments in advance. The larger label 
is to go on the office or reception room 
door so that one’s patients will be aware 
of why the dentist is absent from his

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NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


NOTES ON A.D.A. MEETING 


The g2nd Annual Meeting of the 
American Dental Association, held in 
Washington, D.C., October 15 to 18, had 
a total attendance of 10,625. Interspersed 
among House of Delegates sessions and 
meetings of the eleven scientific sessions 
were informal powwows on Capitol Hill, 
sightseeing tours, and visits to such 
unique institutions as National Dental 
Research Institute and Army Medical 
Library. Operative procedures were 
shown in color television and policies on 
numerous controversial issues were 
adopted. 

Members of the A.D.A. Board of Trus- 
tees, headed by Dr. Harold W. Oppice, 
met with President Truman in the Rose 
Garden on the White House grounds on 
Tuesday afternoon, October 16. Follow- 
ing a brief speech, during which he 
charged that his compulsory health in- 
surance plans has been “widely and 
completely misrepresented,” Mr. Tru- 
man posed for photographs with the 
A.D.A. officials. A few hours after his 
audience with Mr. Truman, Dr. Oppice 
spoke out sharply against compulsory 
health insurance in his presidential ad- 
dress at the general session of the meeting 
at the Statler Hotel. At the same evening 
meeting, Senator Robert A. Taft, speak- 
ing only a few hours after he had for- 
mally announced his candidacy for the 
presidency of the United States, squarely 
lined up in opposition to the Truman 
health proposal. 

Dr. LeRoy M. Ennis, of Philadelphia, 
was installed as president of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, on October 18, 
succeeding Dr. Harold W. Oppice, of 
Chicago. Named president-elect was Dr. 
Otto W. Brandhorst, of St. Louis, who 
will take office at the end of the 1952 
meeting which will be held in St. Louis 
next September. Dr. David J. Fitzgibbon, 
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of Washington, D.C., was elected first 
vice-president; Dr. Perley M. Cunning- 
ham, of Cheyenne, Wyo., second vice- 
president; Brig. Gen. Oscar P. Snyder, 
of Washington, D.C., third vice-presi- 
dent; and Dr. H. B. Washburn, of St. 
Paul, Minn., treasurer. Dr. Ernest G, 
Sloman, of San Francisco, was the victor 
in a three-way contest for speaker of the 
House of Delegates. 

Among the new Council chairmen 
named by the Board of Trustees was a 
member of the Chicago Dental Society, 
Dr. Robert J. Wells, who was appointed 
chairman, Council of National Board of 
Dental Examiners. 


PROMOTION AT U. OF L 


Dr. G. Walter Dittmar, Jr., has been 
promoted to the rank of assistant pro- 
fessor in the department of full and re- 
movable partial dentures at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Dentistry. 

Dr. Dittmar previously held the rank 
of instructor in that department. He has 
been associated with the University since 
his graduation in 1940. 


VETERANS OF KOREAN 
“POLICING ACTION” 
NOW ELIGIBLE 


American veterans, disabled in mili- 
tary service anywhere in the world after 
fighting started in Korea, are now eligi- 
ble under a new law for vocational train- 
ing on the same basis as World War II 
veterans. 

Previously, the rehabilitation training 
had been limited to Korean veterans who 
needed it and whose service-connected 
disabilities had resulted from armed con- 
flict or extra-hazardous service outside of 
combat. 

This limitation, in effect, barred hun- 


dreds of veterans—disabled while serving 
in the United States or in non-combat 
zones elsewhere—from the Federally 
sponsored training program. Those en- 
titled, in the past, were mainly veterans 
injured or disabled in Korea itself. 

This new Act, known as Public Law 
170, 82nd Congress, lifts the bar by 
eliminating the “armed conflict” and 
“extra-hazardous” requirements. 

Under the law, training may be ex- 
tended to those veterans, disabled in any 
part of the world after June 27, 1950, 
who meet essentially the same require- 
ments as their fellow-veterans of World 
War II: a discharge under other-than- 
dishonorable conditions; a compensable 
service-connected disability, and a need 
for training to overcome the handicap of 
the disability. 


SENATE COMMITTEE LOOKS 
INTO AFFAIRS OF MAIL ORDER 
MEDICINE HOUSE 


As part of its hearings on the prescrip- 
tion bills, Senate Health Subcommittee 
took a long, careful look at the Western 
Medical Corp. of Chicago, which treats 
epilepsy by mail diagnosis and monthly 
shipments of drugs, at $5.00- per ship- 
ment. Best known member of the firm is 
Dr. Harry James. The Subcommittee is 
not through; it has asked the company 
to produce: 

1. Biographical information on_ its 
four physician employees, with particular 
reference to their relations with medical 
societies. Company witnesses said none 
of the M.D.’s now belonged to county or 
state medical societies or AMA, but it 
was not made clear just how their mem- 
bership had terminated. 

2. Letters from physicians who had 
referred cases to the company. 

3. Text of telegrams sent to customer- 
patients, which prompted a flood of 
letters and wires from them to the Sub- 
committee. 

For more than an hour, Senators 
closely questioned Robert J. Creedy, com- 
pany executive and son of its founder. 


He had appeared to ask them to knock 
out of the bill a provision banning sale 
of drugs by a company primarily engaged 
in diagnosis by mail. This, he said Food 
and Drug Administration told him, was 
inserted to “put our company out of 
business.” 

Briefly, this is how Mr. Creedy ex- 
plained the treatment-by-mail: Western 
Medical Corp. has served a total of 
151,000 persons in 30 years, now has on 
its lists 21,000, many of whom pay a 
reduced rate. The company gets names 
of prospects through word-of-mouth ad- 
vertising, follows up with literature. A 
person is not serviced unless he states that 
his case has been diagnosed as epilepsy 
by a physician, but the company does not 
check back with the physician. Monthly 
supplies of medication are sent out, con- 
sisting of multi-vitamins, minerals and 
enough phenobarbital for “an average of 
three to four and a half grains daily,” 
with a maximum of nine. 

Senator Lehman pointed out that a 
customer thus might get 270 grains at 
one time. Witnesses brought out that 30 
to go ordinarily would be a lethal dose. 

The company, said Mr. Creedy, at- 
tempts to control the supply of phenobar- 
bital and to keep check on the patient’s 
progress through regular reports and 
other correspondence. He said patients 
who fail to file reports are dropped, and 
uncooperative ones are told to go to their 
local physicians for treatment. If a cus- 
tomer reports symptoms which might sug- 
gest something other than epilepsy, im- 
mediately he is instructed to see his own 
physician. 

Mr. Creedy complained that FDA had 
investigated his company, but had not 
made formal charges or recommendations 
which could be followed. Senator 
Lehman then read the witness parts of a 
report FDA had prepared at the request 
of the Subcommittee. It told of fatalities 
and suicides from overdoses of the com- 
pany’s medicine, and described how bar- 
biturate addicts faked epilepsy symptoms 
to get on the mailing lists. 

The company does not require a physi-

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Dental Health Education in Chicago 
Elementary Schools 


uring the school year 1950-1951, 
nearly 24,000 children in 126 of 
Chicago’s public elementary schools par- 
ticipated in a special cooperative dental 
program aimed at developing dental 
health consciousness early in life. Of 
these children, 21,789 had their teeth 
inspected by a Chicago Health Depart- 
ment dentist or a volunteer dentist from 
the Chicago Dental Society. Sixty-six per 
cent, or 14,437, of the children inspected 
were found to need dental care and were 
referred to a family dentist or clinic for 
treatment. 

These results were disclosed recently 
by Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, president 
of the Chicago Board of Health, and Dr. 
Herold C. Hunt, General Superintendent 
of the Chicago Public schools, in a year- 
end report on the special dental program. 

The program, which centers princi- 
pally about first and fifth grade children, 
is administered jointly by the Chicago 
Health Department, the Chicago Board 
of Education, the Chicago Dental Society 
and the Northwestern University School 
of Dental Hygiene. Loyola University 
School of Dentistry, Northwestern Uni- 
versity Dental School, and the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Dentistry are 
consultants to the program. 

The program involves classroom in- 
struction in dental hygiene given by the 
teacher and dental hygienist, motion pic- 
ture film showings, distribution of dental 
health folders to pupils and parents, in- 
spections of children’s teeth by dentists, 
and referral of pupils to private dentists 
or clinics when dental care is found to be 
needed. 

As of June 15, 1951, dental work 
among the children referred to a dentist 
was reported completed on 3,124 chil- 
— and in progress for 4,756 other chil- 

ren. 

This represented a 55 per cent re- 
sponse on the part of parents who had 
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been urged to take their children to a 
dentist after dental defects were observed. 

In the previous school year, 1949- 
1950, a total of 16,545 children in 81 of 
the city’s public elementary schools took 
part in the program. There were 14,926 
children inspected, of whom 72 per cent 
needed dental treatment. As of June 15, 
1950, a fifty per cent response had been 
obtained from parents, with completed 
dental work reported for 2,366 children 
and dental treatment still in progress for 
3,089. 

According to the report, an over-all 
DEF (decayed, extraction indicated, or 
filled) rate of 2.5 teeth per child was 
found in the primary teeth inspected. 
This rate decreased from 3.17 in the 
first grade to 1.62 in the fifth grade. 

In the permanent teeth, the over-all 
DMF (decayed, missing, or filled) rate 
was established at 1.59 teeth per child. 
The rate jumped from 0.46 in the first 
grade to 2.94 in the fifth grade. 

Forty-five per cent of all the children 
examined were reported to need dental 
prophylaxes. In the area of general oral 
hygiene, 46 per cent were classified as 
good, 39 per cent as fair, and 15 per cent 
as poor. 

A greater need for dental care and 
dental prophylaxes was noted among 
fifth grade pupils. Seventy-one per cent 
of the fifth grade children inspected re- 
quired dental care, as compared with 
62 per cent of those in the first grade. 
And dental prophylaxes were needed by 
47 per cent of the fifth graders in con- 
trast to 38 per cent of the first grade 
group. 

Evidences of fractured front perma- 
nent teeth among the children were prac- 
tically negligible, with a rate of only .02 
teeth per child in this condition. 

Following the procedures adopted in 
the previous school year, preliminary 
classroom instruction by teachers, and 
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talks and demonstrations by dental hy- 
gienists marked the first phase of the pro- 
gram. Specially designed dental health 
education outlines were used, in addition 
to selected motion picture films and 
educational pamphlets. 

Dental inspection of the children fol- 
lowed, carried out by Chicago Health 
Department dentists and volunteer den- 
tists from the Chicago Dental Society, 
assisted by dental hygienists from the 
Northwestern University School of Den- 
tal Hygiene. Dental inspections required 
approximately three minutes per pupil. 

Scheduling of the dental inspections, 
preparation of reports and other details 
were the responsibility of the Division of 
Health and Physical Education of the 
Chicago Board of Education. On com- 
pletion of the inspections, each child was 
provided with a “Record of Dental Find- 
ings.” This record became a part of the 
child’s permanent school file. 

Pupils found lacking in dental care 
were instructed to give their parents an 
informational folder reporting on the 
results of the dental inspection. Each 
report to the parents stated that a den- 
tist had inspected the child’s teeth and 
found that dental care was needed. It 
urged the parents to take their child to a 
dentist at once. : 

The report to parents also included a 
referral form addressed to the family 
dentist to be signed after he completed 
all necessary dental services. 

The teacher was considered the key to 
the success of the whole program. Class- 
room discussions and activities relative 
to dental health were carried on daily 
prior to the arrival of the dental inspec- 
tion teams. Dental health follow-up rec- 
ords kept by teachers made it possible to 
know accurately whether each child had 
obtained the recommended dental care. 

In the event that any child did not 


obtain treatment, and the dentist’s re- 
ferral form was not returned within a 
reasonable time, a follow-up leaflet was 
sent to the parents. It emphasized that a 
child with defective teeth was a handi- 
capped child and advised the parent to 
place the child under dental care just as 
soon as possible. 

In cases where inadequate family fi- 
nances were the reason for not getting 
dental care, pupils were referred to 
Health Department dental clinics for 
treatment. 

As each pupil returned the slip from 
his dentist following dental treatment, a 
final pamphlet was sent to his parents. 
It congratulated them for having done 
their best, and urged that they take the 
child to the dentist at regular intervals in 
the future. A portion of the pamphlet 
also encouraged the child to take pride 
in keeping his teeth in good condition. 

The program stressed the importance 
of constant adherence to basic dental 
health principles, including the following: 

Brush the teeth after each meal and 
before going to bed. 

Brush the teeth carefully, brushing 
down on the upper teeth, up on the lower 
teeth, the chewing surface, on the cheek 
side, and on the tongue side. 

Clean the tooth brush with hot water 
and hang it up to dry. 

Eat adequate amounts of milk, vege- 
tables, fruits, eggs, meat, whole grain 
cereals, and bread at meal time. 

If hungry between meals, avoid gum 
and candy. Instead, take fruits, fruit 
juices, unsweetened dry fruits, nuts, or 
popcorn. 

Visit the dentist as frequently as the 
dentist advises, usually at least twice a 
year. 

Have the dentist treat the teeth with 
sodium fluoride as an aid in preventing 
tooth decay.
